The  Twenty-five  Christian  Orphanages 

A number  of  these  are  in  the  famine  area.  All  of 
them  are  in  great  distress.  In  normal  times  the 
Chinese  give  most  of  the  support  for  these  homes, 
but  they  must  have  help  now  in  this  crisis  or  many 
of  their  dependent  orphans  will  perish.  L.  A.  An- 
glin, Taianfu,  Shantung  Province,  gives  a descrip- 
tion of  the  situation  the  orphanages  now  face:  “Just- 
now  the  distress  is  awful.  This  morning  there  is 
a group  of  children  at  the  front  waiting  to  be  taken 
in — two  girls  have  walked  eighty  miles ; several  boys 
have  come  forty  miles.  W’e  are  overcrowded  and  in 
debt,  but  if  we  send  them  away,  what  can  they  do? 
How  I wish  the  people  of  America  could  be  here  and 
see  the  distress  we  have  to  see  from  day  to  day.”

JVe  Will  Be  Friends 


Millions  of  China's  Dependent  Children  Are  Facing

Dr.  Frank  Rawlinson,  editor  of  the  Chinese 
Recorder  and  the  China  Mission  Year  Book,  knows

The 
leaders  of  China  in  this  country  and  in  China  greatly 
appreciate  our  willingness  to  help  them  in  this  great 
task.

Fifty  dollars  feeds,  clothes  and  educates  an  orphan 
in  one  of  these  homes  for  a year,  $100  cares  for 
two,  $250  for  five,  $500  for  ten,  etc.;  $250  builds  a 
room  to  house  eight  orphans,  $500  provides  the  class 
room,  $1,000  the  assembly  hall,  etc.  We  are  anxious 
to  know  how  many  can  be  cared  for  next  year.
